"WHY CELEBRA TE a family 
quarrel in which the husband beats 
the wife into coming home and 
taking care of the children?” was 
the balk line of a New Hampshire 
editor on the Civil War Centennial.

ABOUT AFFIRMATION 
There are three things to be 
said about (hi.* affirmation. The 
first Is that it Is not likely to lie 
universally acceped as a faith­ 
ful picture of religion and its 
meaning tor contemporary life. 
Indeed as it is being made I can 
cep question marks going up all 
over the place Someone is ask­ 
ing, what word can this religion,

words 01 Omar Khayam, “O take 
the ca.-h and let the credit go,” 
but who finally took the risk of 
faith, and sang his hymn of vic­ 
torious spirit — “though the fig­ 
tree may not blossom . . , yet will 
I rejoice in the I^ord . , . and I 
will walk with him in heavenly 
places.” These all “ walked by 
faith and not by sight.” Their re­ 
ligion was never a safety first de­ 
vice, an ark to carty them with­ 
out peril to self, or loss of cargo 
to the safety of blissful shores. It 
was literally the daring venture 
of betting their lives on God. 
“ ENDURED THE CROSS” 
And this is the kind ai religion 
that came to its finest expression 
in the lite and death and resurrec­ 
tion of Jesus Christ w1k> “for the 
joy that was set before Him en­ 
dured 
the cross, despised the 
shame and is set dew n ai the right 
hand of God.” In His definition 
faith was never passive acquies­ 
cence, patient resignation, quiet 
acceptance of what is. It was rath­ 
er open and violent opposition. 
As one writer lias descrilved it, 
it was “ Faith That Rebels.” He 
Himself said of it. “lf you have 
faith as a grain ol mustard seed 
you shall say to yonder mountain 
be removed and cast into the sea 
and it shall be done.” The spirit 
crf His own life and which He be­ 
queathed to His followers is ac­ 
curately portrayed in St. Peter’s 
word, “you killed the Pioneer of 
Life. . . ” 
In the spirit (rf this faith, follow 
ers of the "Pioneer of Life” have 
written tile most glorious chapters 
in the history of human progress. 
Liv mg by the power ai Him whose 
word is “behold I make all things 
new” they have so “bet their lives 
on God’’ that new concepts of the 
spirit, of human relations, and 
conquered ev ils have become real 
ities in tin? world that now is. and 
not merely hopes for the world 
to come, George Santyana be­ 
comes the spokesman for this con 
cept of faith and life in his lines:

“ ENLISTING OURSELVES” 
The third thing to say about 
this word of St. Paul is, that the 
religion enshrined in it is not only 
in tune with the adventurous spirit 
of our day, it is indispensable to 
its life. One reason our questioner 
can conclude that religious faith 
is no longer essential in this day 
of multiplying frontiers is that he 
has misread t^e nature and mean 
ing of faith, and its rightful area 
of operation Faith . . . is not the 
satisfied attitude of mind that has 
an answer to the questions of life.1 
Nor is it a device for e.*capc from | 
problems. It is rather an inner 
power for coping with whatever 
life holds. Faith - belief in God 
and prayer — is not a means of 
enlisting some unki own mysteri­ 
ous force on our behalf. It is a 
means for enlisting ourselves with 
God. As Dr. J. Fort Newton once 
>aid, "Praye. is not getting from 
God; it is getting to God through 
®the mi>ts and fogs of the human 
mind. It is not asking God to do 
something tor us. It is asking God 
to do something in us and through 
ta.” 
Faith in terms of self interest 
— can very well be dispensed 
within an age of multiplying fron­ 
tiers. But faith in terms of com 
mittal, (rf spiritual union with 
God. of inner resource — is as 
de.s|>erately needed when we know 
that our world is a globe as it was 
when men thought that the earth 
was a disc floating on the water. 
There are some things that per 
fist unchanged through all the 
changing concepts of moving time. 
Sorrow is sorrow in the 20th Cm 
tory as truly as in the first. Sin 
is sin in the space age as surely 
a* when through pride the first 
man turned his back upon God. 
The anxiety of Scott Carpenter’s 
mother in those minutes of silence 
differed in no way from the anxi 
ety of David over his rebellious 
son. Absalom, though the enter 
prises of the two sons were uni­ 
verses apart. 
Because this is true, we need 
faith and the inner resources it 
supplies. And perhaps it is because 
we have neglected to explore Us 
frontiers as diligently as we have 
explored the physical frontiers 
and draw upon its values as eager­ 
ly as we have grasped at earth’s 
stores, that we are experiencing 
this curious paradox. The richest 
era of the most pros;>erous people 
can be known as the age of anx 
iety, 
Life will always need that in 
terior buttressing and control that 
only faith in God can bestow. It 
needs it even more desperately 
when men have, Prometheus like, 
stolen fire from heaven than when 
they rubbed sticks together to pro­ 
duce a flame; more when they can 
in a few seconds deliver a lethal 
charge upon a city a thousand 
or more miles away, than when 
a day’s journey was ll miles 
(New Yorker cartoon). Man does 
liold in his hand a fascinatingly 
sharpened instrument, capable of 
tieing wielded . . . for life . . . or 
for destruction. 
And only the 
spiritual resource of true faith 
can control it and direct it to be 
nign uses 'Rufos Jones), 
This is the faith and not that 
dilated self-interested formula that 
so often passes for faith, to which 
we are all being called by this 
challenging, inspiring word, “I 
count myself not to have attained, 
but til is one thing I do. . . . I press 
forward to the mark of the prize 
of the high calling . . . in Christ 
Jesus,” It is not any goal, but a 
specific goal which claims us 
“the mark of the prize of Hie high 
calling in Christ Jesus.” Let your 
leader be Him Who is the Author 
and Perfecter of faith — the Pio­ 
neer of Life.
